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Selectmen's  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Goffstown: 

"The  fastest  Growing  Town  in  New  Hampshire"  is  a 
slogan  which  has  been  used  of  late  in  reference  to  Golfs- 
town.  It  is  a  fact  that  we  have  outgrown  the  small  town 
classification.  In  the  decade  ending  in  1950  Goffstown  added 
1,391  residents  for  a  growth  of  328  percent.  During  the 
past  year  permits  were  issued  for  the  following  construc- 
tion: forty-two  homes,  ten  summer  camps,  and  fifty-four 
residents  wishing  to  enlarge  or  improve  their  buildings. 
These  are  good  indications  that  Goffstown  is  being  highly 
regarded  as  an  excellent  place  to  live. 

Careful  planning  and  progressive  thinking  are  required  on 
the  part  of  all  of  us,  if  we  are  to  successfully  deal  with  this 
rapid  expansion.  In  this  report  your  selectmen  will  endeavor 
to  present  some  of  these  problems  for  your  consideration. 

At  the  present  time  Goffstowq  has  fifty-five  miles  of  tar- 
via  roads  and  fifty  miles  of  dirt  roads.  Traffic  over  the  en- 
tire one  hundred  and  five  miles  is  on  the  increase.  This  re- 
quires more  maintanence  as  well  as  wider  and  better  roads. 
Several  miles  of  new  streets  are  desperately  needed  in  the 
Pinardville  area  alone.  In  spite  of  the  large  increase  in  the 
work  of  this  department,  no  major  equipment  has  been 
purchased  for  the  past  eight  years.  Your  selectmen  believe 
that  in  order  to  do  an  effective  and  efficient  job  of  mainten- 
ance and  construction  one  new  piece  of  equipment  is  needed 
this  year  and  is  being  asked  for  in  the  town  warrant. 

A  Legislative  Bill  to  classify  the  Piscataquog  River,  Class 
B  1,  will  be  presented  to  the  legislature  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Pollution  Board.  Passage  of  this  measure,  which  we  feel 
is  a  progressive  step,  will  mean  removal  of  sewage  from  the 
river.  The  plan  for  financing  the  cost  of  a  disposal  plant  will 
have  to  take  into  consideration  our  already  high  tax  rate. 
Sufficient  time  must  be  requested  in  the  fulfillment  of  this 
project  in  order  to  minimize  the  tax  burden. 

Control  of  traffic  on  the  main  highways  through  Goflfs- 
town  is  a  concern  of  the  selectmen  as  well  as  many  of  our

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citizens.  Added  police  patrols,  although  costly,  would  help 
some  to  alleviate  the  problem.  The  intersection  of  High 
Street  with  North  Mast  is  the  point  where  immediate  atten- 
tion should  be  given.  A  traffic  light  or  a  series  of  traffic  lights 
in  this  area  would  control  traffic  from  the  directions  of  North 
Mast  Street,  High  Street,  Elm  Street  and  Main  Street.  The 
problem  of  contacting  the  police  in  case  of  emergency,  and 
the  police  being  able  to  talk  with  each  other,  can  be  solved 
by  the  installation  of  a  three-way  radio  in  the  two  police 
cars.  The  plan  is  to  tie  in  with  the  Manchester  system, 
which  would  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  our  police  de- 
partment. The  Civil  Defense  Organization  will  defray  part 
of  the  expense  of  this  equipment. 


If  Goffstown  is  to  continue  to  rate  high  as  a  residential 
section,  some  zoning  measures  must  be  adopted  for  the  more 
thickly  settled  areas.  No  town  can  grow  successfully  on  a 
hit-or-miss  proposition.  We  must  take  steps  to  preserve  what 
beauty  remains,  and  also  protect  those  who  have  made  sub- 
stantial investments  in  property. 

Large  increases  in  population  as  well  as  new  properties 
have  added  greatly  to  the  work  of  the  town  office.  New 
methods  must  be  adopted  to  handle  clerical  work  more  ef- 
ficiently. A  big  step  in  this  direction  has  been  taken  by 
the  purchase  of  an  addressograph  and  graphotype  which 
were  authorized  in  our  1952  budget.  It  was  the  opinion  of 
your  selectmen  that  the  needs  of  the  town  could  best  be 
served  by  the  purchase  of  this  equipment  rather  than  to  have 
the  work  done  by  a  printing  concern. 

During  the  past  year  all  departments  carried  out  their 
work  in  an  effective  manner.  Highways  were  kept  in  an  ex- 
cellent condition.  Some  new  streets  were  laid  out,  and  part 
of  our  tarvia  roads  were  resurfaced.  It  is  expected  that 
work  on  High  Street,  which  includes  not  only  a  new  street 
but  surface  drains  as  well  as  sewers,  will  begin  this  summer. 

The  old  sewerage  systems  on  Prospect  and  Spring  Streets 
were  replaced  to  give  better  service  to  this  area.  Several  ex- 
tensions were  also  made  in  the  Pinardville  section  of  town. 

William  Sym,  who  had  ably  served  the  town  as  Tax  Col- 
lector since  1937,  passed  away  during  the  year.  E.  Byron 
Bartlett  was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy  and  is  carrying 
on  the  work  of  this  department  in  an  excellent  manner. 

The  cemetery  trustees  took  the  first  step  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  new  cemetery  across  from  West  Lawn.  The 
area  has  been  surveyed,  graded,  streets  laid  out  and  graveled, 
complying  with  the  recommendation  of  the  engineer.  Much 
work  remains  to  be  done  before  this  section  can  be  used. 

Our  long  term  plans  for  capitol  expenditures  should  in- 
clude finishing  the  Town  Hall,  a  water  reservoir  or  similar 
storage  facilities  on  High  Street,  additional  school  facilities, 
new  streets  and  surface  drains  in  Pinardville,  a  filter  plant 
for  sewage  and  extensions  of  this  service  in  many  areas.

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Report  of  Barnard  Playground 

Tmstees 

During  the  past  summer  an  eight  week  program  of  sports 
and  recreation  was  conducted  under  the  leadership  of  Robert 
Denoncourt  of  Springfield  College.  This  type  of  planned 
program,  now  in  its  fifth  year,  has  proven  to  be  increasingly 
attractive  to  both  boys  and  girls,  with  attendance  higher 
than  any  previous  season. 

In  addition  to  regularly  scheduled  activities  of  the  morn- 
ing program,  there  were  a  number  of  evening  activities, 
trips,  hikes,  and  special  events.  Both  Junior  and  Senior 
baseball  teams  were  developed  and  coached  for  a  full  sched- 
ule of  games  with  Pinardville,  New  Boston,  Milford,  Bed- 
ford, and  other  teams.  Considerable  parent  interest  was 
shown  during  these  games,  and  talk  of  the  possibility  of 
Little  League  or  Little  Bigger  League  baseball  has  been 
voiced. 

Mr.  Denoncourt's  services  were  made  available  to  the 
Red  Cross  for  swimming  instruction  at  Parker's  Station 
four  afternoons  weekly.  Two  trips  for  more  advanced  swim- 
mers were  made  to  the  Milford  quarry. 

Physical  improvement  at  the  playground  include  a  com- 
plete repair  job  and  painting  of  the  grandstand  structure, 
from  roof  to  timbers,  addition  of  a  railing  at  the  top  seat 
as  a  safety  measure,  and  reinforcement  of  the  locker  room 
against  vandalism. 

The  contribution  to  the  Garden  Club  in  support  of  its 
Memorial  Common  improvement  project  has  been  con- 
sidered well  spent,  for  many  favorable  comments  on  appear- 
ance have  been  heard.  A  further  request  has  been  made  for 
additional  planting  of  perennials  and  shrubs,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  committee  may  allocate  its  unexpended  balance  of 
funds  for  that  purpose. 

One  primary  recommendation  to  be  passed  along  for  1953 
is  the  matter  of  toilet  facilities  at  the  playground.  The  com- 
mittee realizes  the  problem  of  cost  and  sewage  disposal,  but 
feels  some  provision  should  be  made  for  adequate  sanitary 
facilities  at  Barnard  Playground.

Team  Work  Will  do  the  Job 

Team  work  has  won  victories  from  time  immemorial — for 
families,  towns,  cities,  states  and  nations.  Team  work  is 
the  highest  form  and  most  democratic  example  of  coopera- 
tion. Without  team  work,  America  and  Americans  would 
never  have  achieved  the  greatness  that  is  theirs.

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Annual  Report  of  the  !§!chool  Board 

To  the  Citizens  of  Gofjstown: 

The  problems  confronting  the  Goffstown  School  District 
are  about  the  same  as  those  facing  most  school  districts 
throughout  the  country.  They  consist  chiefly  of  a  steady 
rise  in  enrollments  and  increasing  costs,  with  various  de- 
pendent problems  arising  from  these  two  factors. 

Last  September,  the  White  building  was  occupied  by 
Grades  2  through  6.  This  building  was  renovated  during 
the  summer  under  the  supervision  of  a  building  committee 
headed  by  Mr.  Alfred  W.  Poore,  Sr.  Much  credit  is  due 
the  committee  and  especially  Judge  Poore  for  his  untiring 
efi:orts  in  seeing  the  project  through  to  completion.  When 
occupied,  all  six  rooms  were  used  with  a  total  of  189  pupils 
assigned  to  this  building.  This  relieved  the  crowded  condi- 
tion in  the  high  school  building  and  gave  them  ample  room 
for  their  activities. 

A  year  ago,  the  school  board,  working  with  1950  and  1951 
census  figures,  estimated  that  the  six  additional  rooms  pro- 
vied  in  the  White  building  would  take  care  of  our  needs 
for  three  or  possibly  four  years,  namely,  1952-53,  1953-54, 
1954-55  and  possibly  1955-56.  This  would  of  course  cause 
crowding  in  the  high  school.  However,  the  1952  census 
seems  to  remove  any  possibility  of  the  fourth  year,  1955-56. 

Our  estimates,  which  are  based  on  potential  pupils, 
counted  and  placed  in  their  grades,  will  continue  to  be  on 
the  conservative  side  as  long  as  the  present  trend  continues. 
This  trend  consists,  in  general,  of  each  succeeding  census 
turning  up  a  gradual  increase  of  pupils  in  the  same  areas 
due  to  families  moving  into  town.  As  an  example,  the  1950 
census  indicated  that  in  September,  1952,  at  the  opening  of 
school,  we  could  expect  196  pupils  in  grades  1  through  6 
inclusive,  in  the  village.  The  1951  census  increased  the  count 
of  these  same  grades  to  218  pupils.  When  school  actually 
opened  in  September,  1952  there  were  234  pupils  registered 
in  these  grades. 

Children  born  in  1952  will  enter  the  first  grade  in  Sep- 
tember 1958.  We  have  no  census  figures  to  guide  us  beyond 
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this  point  but  until  then,  there  seems  to  be  no  relief  from 
a  steady  increase  in  enrollmenis. 

This  situation  will  require  the  high  school  to  give  up  one 
room  next  September  to  take  care  of  an  additional  grade, 
and  to  find  an  additional  room  for  its  own  Junior  High 
School  classes.  This  means  two  less  rooms  than  they  have  for 
use  this  year.  This  will  again  crowd  the  school.  The  follow- 
ing September  when  one  and  perhaps  two  additional  rooms 
will  be  needed,  taking  them  from  the  high  school  activities 
will  seriously  affect  their  program. 

It  seems  obvious  that  we  are  still  facing  a  housing  need. 

Our  other  major  problem  is  one  of  increasing  costs.  Ser- 
vices and  supplies  which  the  schools  must  purchase  continue 
to  increase  in  price.  This  in  itself  increases  the  school  bud- 
get. However,  the  first  payment  on  the  White  building,  plus 
additional  teachers  and  teacher  increments,  make  up  the 
major  part  of  the  increase  in  the  budget  for  1953-54. 

While  these  increased  costs  are  of  concern  to  all  of  us, 
there  is  some  satisfaction  in  noting  that  according  to  the 
last  published  figures,  our  schools  are  still  operating  at  a 
cost  below  the  average  for  the  state. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  budget  as  low  as 
possible.  To  avoid  further  increase  this  year,  money  has  not 
been  included  for  certain  projects  which  the  board  feels 
should,  in  the  interest  of  economy,  safety,  and  good  schools, 
be  carried  out.  These  are  covered  by  separate  articles  in  the 
school  warrant  and  are  as  follows : 

1.  Provide  the  necessary  facilities  for  a  hot  lunch  pro- 
gram at  the  Bartlett  and  Grasmere  schools.  There  are  ap- 
proximately 83  pupils  at  these  schools  who  cannot  go  home 
for  lunch.  The  majority  of  them  would  participate  in  such 
a  program.  For  a  start  it  might  be  well  to  consider  the  in- 
stallation of  certain  items  of  equipment  at  the  Bartlett  school 
and  prepare  the  food  for  both  schools,  at  this  point.  This 
would  require  transporting  the  lunch  to  Grasmere.  After 
this  program  is  functioning  smoothly  it  could  be  self- 
liquidating. 

2.  Employ  brickmasons  to  relay  the  cornice  and  bricks 
that  are  becoming  loose  at  the  Bartlett  School.  Deterioration 
in  the  bonding  of  the  cornice  and  bricks  at  the  top  of  the

building  on  the  east  side  and  front  are  rapidly  causing  a 
situation  where  extensive  repairs  will  be  required.  The  east 
side  should  be  repaired  at  once.  The  cornice  should  be  re- 
moved and  the  bricks  taken  down  to  a  firm  wall  and  relaid. 
The  front  could  go  another  year  but  in  the  interest  of 
economy  it  would  be  desirable  to  complete  the  work  when 
brickmasons  and  roofers  are  on  the  job. 

3.  Install  a  new  heating  plant  at  the  Bartlett  School. 
There  are  two  old  coal  burning  furnaces  in  this  building 
and  both  are  in  poor  condition.  Last  fall  the  grates  gave 
out  in  one  of  them.  Repairs  would  require  the  installation 
of  a  new  set.  A  study  of  the  situation  raised  considerable 
doubt  as  to  the  advisability  of  this  expense  in  light  of  the 
age  and  general  condition  of  the  furnace.  Both  are  an  old 
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hot  air  type  and  have  undergone  previous  repairs.  The 
domes  are  reported  to  be  in  poor  condition  and  one  experi- 
enced in  heating  systems  questions  the  wisdom  of  any  major 
repairs  when  the  furnaces  can  be  expected  to  break  down 
at  some  other  point. 

The  problem  was  temporarily  solved  by  the  loan  of  an 
oil  burner.  It  does  not  seem  wise  to  purchase  an  oil  burner 
if  other  failures  can  be  expected  in  the  furnace. 

Increased  loads  will  require  full  use  of  the  building  for 
some  time  to  come.  Replacement  of  the  two  old  furnaces  by 
one  modern  heating  plant  seems  the  most  economical  pro- 
cedure. 

4.  Consider  the  purchase  of  land  for  future  building 
needs.  So  much  has  been  said  the  last  two  or  three  years 
about  the  rapid  growth  of  the  school  population  that  it  seems 
unnecessary  to  repeat  figures.  The  1952  school  census  com- 
pleted last  fall,  gives  no  indication  of  any  relief  from  the 
increasing  loads.  In  September,  1955  we  will  face  a  serious 
situation.  It  is  not  too  early  to  give  thought  to  how  we 
shall  house  our  pupils  that  fall. 

5.  Grade  and  surface  the  area  in  front  of  the  High 
School  and  Auditorium.  A  side  walk  curb  should  be  set, 
the  present  side  walk  repaired  and  extended  in  front  of  the 
auditorium.  The  area  in  front  of  the  auditorium  entrance 
should  be  graded  and  surfaced.  This  would  greatly  improve 
the  appearance  of  the  area  and  eliminate  an  extensive  amount 
of  dirt  and  mud  that  is  now  carried  into  the  school  and 
auditorium.  Completion  of  the  plan  should  include  a  park- 
ing area  down  on  Mill  Street  for  the  loading  and  unloading 
of  the  school  buses.  This  would  ehminate  the  present  hazard 
to  pupils  getting  on  and  off  a  bus  where  cars  are  moving  in 
the  same  area. 

6.  Employ  a  fidl  time  physical  education  instructor. 
Numerous  communities  no  larger  than  Goffstown  now  em- 
ploy a  part-time  or  full-time  physical  education  instructor. 
It  is  time  for  us  to  give  consideration  to  adding  this  worth- 
while activity  to  our  program.

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Report  of  White  !§»e]iool 
Building  Committee 

Following  the  action  taken  at  the  last  School  District 
Meeting,  with  regard  to  reconditioning  the  White  School 
Building,  the  committee,  then  appointed,  proceeded  to  pre- 
pare plans  and  specifications  covering  the  alterations  pro- 
posed to  and  accepted  by  the  district  at  that  meeting.  These 
plans  and  specifications  were  submitted,  for  bids,  to  con- 
tractors whose  business  was  located  or  owners  were  resident 
in  the  town.  The  contract  was  awarded  to  Philip  Lanoie  for 
the  sum  of  $21,400.  and  work  was  commenced  about  June 
1st  and  completed  on  August  15th.  With  the  exception  of 
the  mason  work  all  sub-contractors  employed  were  resident 
of  the  town.  The  following  extra  work  was  found  to  be 
necessary;  The  existing  %  inch  water  pipe  from  main  to 
school  house  was  inadequate  to  supply  new  flush  valve  sys- 
tem and  was  replaced  by  2  inch  pipe  at  a  cost  of  $148.20. 
The  wood  steps  at  the  entrance  to  the  building,  which  were 
not  properly  constructed  and  in  poor  condition,  were  re- 
placed with  cement  steps  at  a  cost  of  $300,  making  a  total 
extra  expenditure  of  $448.20.  Other  items  such  as  architects 
fees,  window  shades  etc.,  not  included  in  contract,  amounted 
to  $358.  making  the  total  cost  of  reconditioning  the  building 
$22,207.17.  The  original  project  contemplated  the  purchase 
of  new  equipment  for  the  entire  building.  The  matter  of 
purchasing  equipment  was  turned  over  to  the  school  board. 
They  thought  best  to  use  some  48  units  of  student  desk  and 
chair  equipment  which  were  on  hand,  modern  and  suitable, 
and  not  to  be  used  elsewhere  at  present,  which  plan  was  ap- 
proved by  the  committee.  The  total  cost  of  new  equipment 
purchased  was  $4,037.73  making  a  total  expenditure  for 
building  and  equipment  of  $26,244.90  and  leaving  an  un- 
expended balance  of  appropriation  of  $3,755.10.  The  com- 
mittee did  not  feel  that  they  were  authorized  to  paint  the 
outside  of  the  building  but  they  sincerely  hope  that  funds 
for  this  purpose  will  be  voted  from  unexpended  balance.

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Report  Of  School  Super  lot  end  ent 

To  the  Citizens  of  Gojfstozvii: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  superintendent  of 
the  Goffstown  Schools. 

Teaching  Staff 

Our  present  teaching  staif  is  composed  of  16  full-time 
teachers,  two  part-time  music  instructors,  and  the  school 
nurse.   The  full-time  teachers  are  assigned  as  follows : 

1.  Junior  and  Senior  High  School — 10. 

2.  Grasmere — 3 

3.  Bartlett— 3 

The  above  total  of  16  is  two  greater  than  in  1951-52,  an 
additional  teacher  having  been  employed  in  the  village 
elementary  school  and  a  second  in  the  high  school. 

In  the  High  School,  Raymond  Hamilton,  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  who  had  previously 
taught  in  Bristol  replaced  Donald  Thompson,  who  moved  to 
Manchester  Central  as  instructor  in  science.  Miss  Margaret 
Larkin,  who  had  previously  been  in  Newport  and  New 
Boston  High  Schools,  replaced  Mr.  Henry  Vittum,  who 
joined  the  faculty  of  Newark  (N.  J.)  College  of  Engineer- 
ing. Mr.  Robert  O.  Moulton,  formerly  of  Alton  High 
School,  was  secured  as  the  additional  teacher  in  Social 
Studies  and  Science. 

On  the  elementary  level,  Mr.  George  Bergeron  of  Keene 
replaced  Mr.  Douglas  Robertson  as  principal  of  the  Bartlett 
School,  Mr.  Robertson  being  released  to  join  the  staff  of  the 
Rinehart  Handwriting  System. 

Mrs.  Una  McKee  and  Mrs.  Atheleah  Hutchinson  moved 
to  Claremont  and  Hillsborough  respectively.  Mrs.  Mary 
Graves,  with  previous  experience  in  New  Hampshire  and 
New  Jersey,  was  assigned  one  of  the  first  grades  at  the 
village,  and  Miss  Martha  Hefler  of  Milton  took  over  the 
other  section  of  Grade  1. 

Two  new  second  grade  teachers  were  also  employed.  Miss 
Mary  Mack  of  Auburn,  with  prior  service  in  Candia  and 
Newmarket,  and  Miss  Gwendolyn  Smith  of  Plymouth 
(1952)  rounded  out  our  staff. 
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Enrollments 

Thru  the  various  charts  and  tables  the  reader  will  note 
that  our  enrollment  figures  continue  to  increase.  This  in- 
crease is  even  greater  than  our  census  figures  and  data  of  a 
year  ago  indicated.  At  the  present  time  we  have  610  pupils 
in  our  schools,  while  a  year  ago  our  figures  indicated  an  ex- 
pected enrollment  this  year  of  592.  So  it  is  obvious  that 
our  annual  pre-school  census  data  and  our  projected  enroll- 
ments continue  to  be  on  the  conservative  side. 

Our  greatest  pressure  this  year  is  in  grades  5  and  6  at  the 
village.  New  pupils  moving  into  our  town  during  the  school 
year  have  given  us  41  pupils  in  grade  5  and  36  pupils  in 
grade  6.  With  our  present  grade  4  totalling  35,  it  is  probable 
that  we  will  have  to  add  another  teacher  in  the  intermediate 
grades  next  fall. 

A  second  teacher  will  undoubtedly  have  to  be  added  at  the 
Bartlett  School.  Although  the  total  increase  will  not  be 
large,  it  would  seem  advisable  to  operate  four  rooms  at  the 
school,  with  two  grades  per  room,  rather  than  with  three 
grades  per  room  as  is  now  the  case  in  two  instances. 

School  Plant 

During  the  past  year  several  major  improvements  to  our 
several  buildings  have  been  made. 

The  major  improvement  was  at  the  White  School  in  the 
village,  where,  as  a  result  of  the  action  taken  at  the  last 
district  meeting,  the  building  was  completely  renovated,  pro- 
viding a  new  heating  system,  toilet  facilities,  chalkboards, 
and  seats,  in  addition  to  redecoration  of  all  rooms  and 
corridors. 

The  district  appropriated  $30,000  for  the  project,  securing 
the  funds  through  notes  to  mature  in  five  years.  The  build- 
ing committee  expended  some  $26,000,  and  in  addition  the 
School  Board  authorized  further  expenditures  making  the 
over-all  payments  approximately  $26,800.  For  a  detailed 
account  of  the  expenditures,  may  I  refer  you  to  the  sum- 
mary contained  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

At  the  Bartlett  School  a  new  steel  fence  was  erected  along 
Mast  Road  as  a  safety  factor  for  pupils  playing  in  front  of 
the  school.  The  school  principal  feels  that  the  fence  will 
definitely  be  of  value. 
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School  Year  1953-54 

There  are  several  problems  facing  our  schools  next  fall, 
some  of  which  are  provided  for  in  the  regular  budget  of  the 
School  Board,  and  the  remaining  covered  by  special  articles 
in  the  warrant.  The  report  of  your  School  Board  mentions 
several  of  them. 

One  of  the  larger  problems  concerns  the  heating  plant  at 
the  Bartlett  School.  The  present  hot  air  system  has  been  in 
operation  since  the  building  was  erected  in  1920,  and  has 
now  reached  the  point  where  repairs  are  temporary  and  un- 
satisfactory. We  must  either  replace  the  present  two  hot- 
air  heaters,  or  install  a  steam  or  hot  water  system.  The  cost 
of  a  new  system  has  been  estimated  by  a  local  heating  en- 
gineer at  $3,800. 

Also  included  in  the  warrant  for  the  consideration  of  the 
voters  are  (1)  repairs  to  brickwork  and  flashings  at  the 
Bartlett  School,  (2)  installation  of  school  lunch  facilities  at 
Bartlett,  which  installation  would  also  provide  lunches  for 
the  Grasmere  School,  (3)  the  consideration  of  securing  an 
instructor  to  direct  a  physical  education  program  in  our 
elementary  and  high  schools,  with  the  possibility  of  such  a 
person  serving  as  director  of  recreation  and  summer  play- 
ground program,  (4)  the  advisability  of  authorizing  the 
School  Board  to  purchase  land  in  anticipation  of  future 
building  needs  of  the  district,  and  (5)  the  reappropriation 
of  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  White  Building  Fund  for 
other  uses. 

In  regard  to  the  last  mentioned  article,  several  suggestions 
have  been  made  for  the  disposition  of  the  building  fund 
balance.  The  budget  committee  has  suggested  that  sufficient 
funds  be  allocated  to  paint  the  exterior  of  the  White  Build- 
ing, for  it  is  the  feeling  of  the  budget  committee  and  school 
board  that  such  painting  should  be  done  immediately.  One 
other  suggestion  was  that  we  employ  an  additional  teacher 
for  the  balance  of  the  present  school  year  to  relieve  the 
teaching  load  in  the  upper  grades  in  the  White  School. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Budget  Committee  the  School 
Board  has  inserted  in  the  warrant  an  article  to  see  if  the 
district  will  vote  to  sell  the  house  on  Spring  Street  belong- 
ing to  the  district  and  to  apply  funds  received  from  such 
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sale  toward  the  purchase  of  land  for  future  school  building 
in  the  village. 

Pupil  Costs  and  Expenses 

In  these  days  of  increasing  school  budgets  we  are  often 
asked  the  question  as  to  how  our  per  pupil  costs  compare 
with  averages  throughout  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

For  the  school  year  1951-52,  the  comparison  of  Goffstown 
and  the  State  figures  for  "current  operational  expenses"  are 
as  follows : 

High  School 

Goffstown  $269.72 

State  290.52 

Elementary  Schools 
Goffstown  171.15 

State  173.38 

In  Conclusion 

May  I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  high  school 
and  elementary  principals  included  elsewhere  in  these  pages. 

I  feel  that  our  teachers  have  made  real  progress  during 
the  present  school  year.  Their  professional  interest  as  in- 
dicated in  their  particpation  in  the  Reading  Workshop  held 
last  fall,  their  attendance  at  extension  courses  and  summer 
sessions,  are  indicative  of  a  group  of  teachers  in  whom  we 
should  be  justly  proud.  Their  friendly  spirit  of  cooperation 
has  done  much  to  create  an  attractive  learning  situation  in 
our  schools.

To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  employ  an  instruc- 
tor of  physical  education  for  the  several  schools,  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  funds  for  the  same. 

13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  grade  and  surface  the  walk  and 
driveway  on  the  south  side  of  the  High  School  building,  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  funds  for  the  same. 

14.  To  see  for  what  purposes  the  district  will  vote  to 
reappropriate  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  funds  provided 
at  .the  last  annual  meeting  for  renovations  to  the  White 
Building. 

15.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  appropriate  such 
income  as  received  during  the  school  year  1952-53,  but  not 
anticipated  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  for  the  purpose  of 
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paying  unanticipated   operating   expenses   occurring  during 
the  present  school  year. 

16.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  sell  its  real 
estate  situated  on  Spring  Street  in  Goffstown  Village 
and  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  fix  the  price,  make  the 
sale,  receive  the  purchase  price  and  execute,  in  the  name  of 
the  District  all  documents  required  to  pass  title  thereto  to 
the  purchaser.  To  authorize  and  instruct  said  board  to  apply 
the  proceeds  of  said  sale  to  the  payment  or  partial  payment 
of  any  indebtedness  which  may  have  been  incurred  by  the 
District  by  the  purchase  of  a  site  to  be  used  for  future 
school  building  purposes.

Held  at  the  High  School  Auditorium,  March  15,  1952. 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  William  F. 
Parker  at  2  :05  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

The  call  for  the  meeting  was  read  by  the  Moderator.  It 
was  then  voted  that  we  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the 
Warrant. 

ARTICLE  1 — Gordon  Burns  was  nominated  for  the  of- 
fice of  Moderator.  It  was  voted  the  Clerk  cast  one  ballot  for 
Mr.  Burns  as  Moderator  and  he  was  declared  elected  by  the 
Moderator  and  took  the  Oath  of  Office. 

ARTICLE  2— Mrs.  Janet  Poore  and  Mr.  Carl  B.  Pattee 
were  nominated  for  the  office  of  Clerk. 

Total  number  of  ballots  cast  was  322. 

Norton  Phelps  had  2,  Mrs.  Janet  Poore  had  117,  Carl  B. 
Pattee  had  203  and  was  declared  elected  by  the  Moderator 
and  took  Oath  of  office. 

ARTICLE  3 — Norton  R.  Phelps  and  Hamilton  Rice  were 
nominated  as  a  member  of  the  School  Board  for  three  years. 
It  was  requested  that  the  candidates  give  their  views  of  the 
school  problems  and  how  they  feel  regarding  them.  Both 
candidates  replied  to  this  request.  Ballot  was  then  taken. 

Whole  number  of  votes  cast  363.  Hamilton  Rice  had  101 
and  Norton  R.  Phelps  had  260  and  was  declared  elected  by 
the  Moderator. 

Mr.  Lorenzo  Pinard  and  Mr.  Guy  E.  Chapman  were 
nominated  for  the  2nd  member  of  the  School  Board  for 
three  years.  Ballot  was  taken.  Lorenzo  Pinard  had  166.  Guy 
E.  Chapman  had  190  and  was  declared  elected  by  the  Mod- 
erator. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  B.  Holt  read  the  following  testimonial. 
Mr.   Moderator,  Voters  in  the  Goffstown  School  District: 

It  is  fitting  that  at  this  annual  meeting  of  the  Gofifstown 
School  District,   we   express   our   regard   for  and   our  ap- 
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preciation  of  Mr.  William  R.  Eaton  who  today  completes 
nineteen  years  of  service  to  our  Community  as  a  member  of 
the  School  Board. 

Not  only  in  length  of  time  is  this  an  unusual  record,  but 
also  in  the  turbulence  of  those  years.  They  were  unusually 
difficult  years  when  war  created  its  own  problems  and  when 
our  local  School  System  passed  through  a  crisis  which  re- 
sulted in  the  combining  of  the  Town  and  Independent  Dis- 
tricts. 

With  this  union  came  a  decrease  in  the  size  of  the  School 
Board  and  new  divisions  of  duties  for  those  who  remained 
on  the  Board,  the  closing  of  some  rural  schools,  an  increased 
Transportation  problem,  and  then  the  addition  to  the  High 
School  Building. 

This  brief  review  of  the  years  will  suffice  to  emphasize  my 
previous  statement  that  the  past  years  have  been  unusually 
difficult  for  our  School  Boards. 

On  the  controversial  issues  of  the  years  there  was  bound 
to  be  pronounced  and  widely  differing  points  of  view.  Since 
this  is  so,  how  gratifying  it  is  that  we  can  recognize  in  others 
with  whom  we  have  sometimes  disagreed  an  integrity  of 
purpose  and  a  sacrifice  of  self. 

For  several  years,  a  co-worker  on  the  School  Board  with 
Mr.  Eaton,  I  know  him  to  be  deserving  of  our  sincere  thanks. 

He  has  given  very  much  time,  thought  and  unselfish  in- 
terest to  a  constructive  solution  of  our  School  problems  and 
to  the  continuing  development  of  a  School  System  which 
shall  assure  t®  our  children  the  priceless  gift  of  an  adequate 
educational  background. 

Mr.  Moderator,  In  acknowledgement  and  appreciation  of 
the  long  and  loyal  service  of  Mr.  Eaton  for  the  good  of  our 
Schools,  I  move  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  send  the 
foregoing  tribute  to  him,  that  a  copy  be  spread  on  our 
records  and  that  we  give  Mr.  Eaton  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

ARTICLE  4 — Mrs.  Harriet  Backus  was  nominated  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  for  one  year.  It  was  voted  the 
Clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Mrs.  Backus  and  she  was  declared 
elected  by  the  Moderator.

ARTICLE  9 — The  report  of  the  Town  Budget  Commit-

W.  Shirley.  Mr.  Norton  R.  Phelps  spoke  regarding  the 
report  of  the  committee,  also  Mr.  Byron  Bartlett. 

It  was  voted  that  we  pass  over  Article  9  at  this  time  and 
to  return  to  it  after  all  the  Articles  concerning  school  build- 
ings had  been  taken  up.

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Report  of  the  High  School  Principal 

To :  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  Lewis  F.  Foote. 

It  is  a  pleasure  at  this  time  to  report  that  the  present 
facilities  at  Goffstown  High  School  equal  or  exceed  those 
of  any  high  school  of  similar  size  in  the  state.  Three  addi- 
tional classrooms  and  a  Visual  Aids  Room  were  made  avail- 
able when  grades  two  through  six  were  moved  to  the  White 
Building.  This  completely  relieved  the  crowded  conditions 
of  last  year.  However,  these  conditions  are  only  temporary 
as  may  be  seen  by  examining  the  "High  School  Problem"  as 
presented  on  pages  33  and  34  of  the  High  School  Handbook 
which  follow : 

"Our  problem  in  Gofifstown  is  common  with  the  problems 
of  communities  all  over  the  United  States.  Our  school  en- 
rollment is  increasing  so  rapidly  that  it  is  impossible  to  cope 
with  it  without  outside  help  or  tremendous  personal  sacri- 
fice. Outside  help  seems  remote  at  this  writing,  so  if  we  are 
to  offer  the  kind  and  type  of  education  to  which  our  children 
are  entitled,  personal  sacrifices  seem  the  only  answer,  and 
of  course  these  personal  sacrifices  mean  raising  more  money 
for  schools.  More  room  must  be  provided  or  the  educational 
opportunities  of  our  children  will  be  limited  and  not  equal 
to  those  of  children  of  other  communities  with  whom  they 
must  later  work  and  wnth  whom  they  must  compete  for  job 
advancement.  No  teacher  can  do  as  good  work  with  forty 
in  a  class  as  is  possible  with  twenty-five, 

"To  be  practical,  let  us  look  at  our  high  school.  This  year 
we  are  using  twelve  rooms  (including  Home  Economics, 
Laboratory,  and  shop)  for  classes  in  grades  7-12.  We  have 
adequate  space  and  the  physical  facilities  are  as  good  if  not 
better  than  most  any  high  school  in  New  Hampshire.  In 
addition  to  the  twelve  classrooms  we  are  using  the  cloak 
room  ofif  the  gym  as  a  visual  aids  room  in  which  movies 
are  shown  in  connection  with  various  units  of  study,  the 
cafeteria  is  used  solely  for  its  intended  purpose,  serving  a 
hot  lunch  for  grades  1-12,  and  the  gym  is  used  for  the  newly 
installed  physical  education  program  and  for  music.  The 
stage  is  kept  clear  and  used  only  for  dramatics  and  music. 
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"Next  year,  1953-4,  if  a  double  first  grade  enters,  which 
census  figures  indicate,  the  high  school  grades  7-12  will  lose 
one  classroom.  This  will  crowd  the  high  school,  to  say  the 
least,  but  in  the  face  of  receiving  a  double  seventh  grade, 
which  seems  possible,  considering  that  last  year's  sixth  grade 
was  21  and  became  23  in  grade  7,  the  problem  of  classroom 
space  becomes  even  more  critical.  This  year's  grade  6  is  now 
36  and  an  increase  of  10  per  cent  will  make  it  40,  which 
should  be  broken  into  two  sections  for  instructional  pur- 
poses. Thus  one  extra  room  will  be  needed  to  care  for  this 
extra  section.  But  as  may  be  seen,  instead  of  having  one 
more  room  available,  we  will  be  losing  one  room.  Thus  there 
is  a  difference  of  two  rooms.  One  may  be  found  for  four 
periods  daily  by  using  the  cafeteria  as  a  study  hall.  This 
is  not  satisfactory  and  is  not  available  three  periods  because 
of  the  necessity  to  set  tables,  eat  lunch,  and  clean-up.  A 
second  room  may  be  found  by  converting  the  cloak  room 
off  the  gym  into  a  class  room  and  moving  the  visual  aids 
room  to  the  stage  which  of  course  interferes  with  the  drama- 
tic program,  and  this  cloak  room  was  never  meant  to  be 
used  for  classes. 

"Two  years  from  now  1954-5  with  another  double  first 
grr.de  in  the  offing  and  another  double  seventh  grade  enter- 
ing the  high  school,  it  will  mean  the  loss  of  one  more  room 
from  the  high  school  and  the  need  of  one  more,  so  that 
there  is  a  total  of  two  rooms  which  must  be  found. 

"The  expansion  of  the  typing  classes  makes  it  impossible 
to  put  them  back  in  the  section  of  room  4  which  was  parti- 
tioned off  for  that  purpose  but  a  room  may  be  made  avail- 
able by  cutting  the  classes  to  the  size  of  the  room.  Thus  we 
are  depriving  some  s,tudents  of  the  opportunity  to  take  this 
course  but  we  will  have  another  room  available.  A  second 
may  be  made  available  by  putting  a  class  in  the  cafeteria 
along  with  the  study  hall,  which  would  be  educationally  un- 
sound and  it  will  be  impossible  to  keep  teachers  if  they  have 
to  teach  under  those  conditions. 

"Thus  for  the  next  two  years,  by  crowding  and  depriving 
some  children  of  educational  oportunities  due  to  lack  of 
space,  we  can  operate  to  meet  the  requirements  of  an  ap- 
proved  secondary   school.   Where   additioaal   needed   rooms 


will  be  found  for  the  school  year  1955-6  I  have  no  idea  un- 
less we  seek  facilities  outside  our  present  school  buildings. 
Will  it  be  necessary  to  enlarge  the  sections  of  each  class 
and  decrease  the  number  of  offerings  and  the  number  of 
teachers  so  that  every  child  may  be  assigned  to  a  room  with 
a  teacher?  This  will  result  in  a  narrowed  curriculum  and 
in  such  large  classes  that  learning  opportunities  would  be 
decreased  and  it  is  doubtful  if  any  of  our  experienced  teach- 
ers would  remain." 

Your  selection  of  teachers  to  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by 
the  increased  enrollment  and  resignations  last  year  is  to 
be  commended.  The  new  teachers  have  taken  their  positions 
seriously,  and  have  become  an  integral  part  of  the  school. 
The  staff,  as  a  whole,  is  experienced,  capable,  conscientious, 
and  is  doing  an  outstanding  job.  Few  schools  of  our  size 
have  been  as  fortunate  in  securing  and  retaining  as  high 
caliber  teachers  as  are  now  employed  at  Goffstown. 

A  Physical  Education  Program  has  been  instituted  this 
year  in  grades  9-12  on  a  voluntary  basis.  At  the  present 
time  52  boys  of  a  possible  87,  and  22  girls  of  a  possible  87 
are  enrolled  in  classes  which  meet  twice  weekly.  The  pro- 
gram has  been  mainly  one  of  supervised  play  and  recreation. 
Basketball,  Volley  Ball,  and  Badminton  have  been  the  most 
popular  games.  Fundamentals  have  been  stressed  with  a 
corresponding  development  of  coordination  and  skills  on  the 
part  of  the  students  involved.  An  effort  to  follow  the  New 
Hampshire  Plan  for  Physical  Education  for  boys  as  prepara- 
tion for  induction  into  the  armed  services  was  handicapped 
by  lack  of  equipment.  Mats,  parallel  bars,  and  other  equip- 
ment should  be  obtained. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  full-time  physical  instructor  be 
employed  next  year.  Although  we  have  made  more  use  of 
the  gym  this  year  than  ever  before,  it  has  been  at  the  ex- 
pense of  other  things,  such  as  guidance  and  supervision  on 
the  part  of  the  Principal.  It  is  reiterated  that  the  time  of  the 
principal  would  bring  greater  returns  to  the  school  if  it  were 
spent  in  the  direction  of  supervision  and  guidance. 

The  Iowa  Educational  Development  Tests  were  given  in 
October  as  has  been  customary  in  alternate  years  since  1944. 
The  results  for  grade  12  were  very  gratifying;  not  only  did 
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the  class  average  exceed  the  standard  median  by  30  per- 
centiles, but  the  class,  showed  tremendous  growth  when  com- 
pared with  its  own  record  of  two  years  ago.  The  junior  class 
showed  considerable  improvement,  but  still  fell  below  the 
standard  median.  The  Freshman  and  Sophomore  classes 
scored  very  low  on  the  test.  A  study  of  these  tests  will  be 
made  and  the  results  used  to  assist  students  in  the  proper 
selection  of  courses  so  that  they  may  have  an  opportunity  to 
correct  some  of  their  weaknesses. 

A  check  of  last  year's  graduating  class  revealed  that  all 
who  entered  higher  institutions  were  receiving  passing 
grades,  those  who  entered  the  armed  services  were  making 
satisfactory  adjustments  to  the  specialized  training,  and 
those  who  settled  down  locally  to  married  life  or  a  job  were 
taking  their  places  as  good  citizens.  This  would  indicate  that 
our  school  curriculum  is  meeting  the  needs  of  the  community. 
A  continual  study  of  the  curriculum  will  be  carried  on  in 
order  that  the  best  interests  of  our  community,  our  state,  and 
our  nation  may  be  served. 

The  music  program  set  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
under  two  teachers,  one  for  voice  and  the  other  for  instru- 
mental instruction,  was  a  good  step  in  the  direction  of  de- 
veloping worthwhile  skills  and  interests  which  might  lead  to 
richer  and  happier  living  with  a  wholesome  hobby  or  avoca- 
tion, and  even  to  a  career  for  a  gifted  few.  The  voice  pro- 
gram is  working  out  even  better  than  anticipated  with  over 
50  percent  of  the  student  body  enrolled.  Unfortunately,  since 
our  instrumental  instructor  resigned,  a  successor  has  not 
been  found,  and  the  instrumental  program  has  been  at  a 
standstill.  Several  families  invested  money  in  instruments, 
either  rental  or  purchase,  in  the  hope  that  the  planned  group 
lessons  might  be  helpful  in  determining  whether  or  not  their 
children  should  continue  with  a  given  instrument.  This 
money  isi  now  lying  idle  as  the  instrument  is  not  being  used 
and  we  are  concerned  that  our  program  has  failed.  Without 
an  orchestra  to  furnish  the  customary  musical  background 
for  graduation,  we  may  be  forced  to  consider  professional 
assistance. 
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Your  sympathy  and  understanding  of  my  problems  as 
principal,  and  your  cooperation  in  dealing  with  them  is  sin- 
cerely appreciated.  Working  with  you,  with  the  school  board, 
with  the  townspeople,  and  with  the  teachers  and  pupils  at 
school  has  been  a  constant  challenge,  and  a  source  of  hap- 
piness and  satisfaction.  May  God  continue  to  watch  over 
us  and  help  us  to  make  our  lives  worthwhile  in  the  service 
of  mankind.

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Anoual  Report  of  Elementary 
l§{c]ioolis 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

We  hereby  submit  our  annual  report  as  principals  of  the 
three  elementary  schools  of  Goffstown. 

The  elementary  schools  of  Goffstown  have  benefited  by 
the  Reading  Workshop  held  prior  to  the  opening  of  school 
last  fall,  in  as  much  as  all  elementary  teachers  were  in  one 
group  discussing  elementary  reading  problems.  Among  the 
outcomes  are  a  better  balanced  reading  program  and  an  en- 
richment of  teaching  techniques  in  the  field  of  reading.  Pu- 
pil text  books  were  shifted,  and  several  new  editions  were 
added  in  order  to  bring  the  reading  program  up  to  date. 

The  principals  of  the  three  schools  held  several  meetings 
at  various  times  at  which  common  problems  were  discussed 
and  educational  ideas  were  exchanged. 

A  new  system  of  marking  has  been  introduced  this  year 
in  all  Goffstown  elementary  schools.  This  system,  we  feel, 
gives  the  parents  a  well-rounded  picture  of  his  child's  pro- 
gress, both  academically  and  socially.  The  child  receives  an 
achievement  mark  on  each  subject,  plus  a  mark  evaluating 
his  attitude  and  initiative  toward  that  particular  subject. 

Plans  are  now  being  made  for  a  combined  musical  festival 
to  be  held  this  spring.  This  event  will  bring  together  groups 
of  pupils  from  all  of  the  elementary  schools  in  the  district 
of  Goffstown,  and  also  from  Dunbarton,  New  Boston  and 
Weare.  The  festival  will  take  place  in  Goffstown. 

Village  School 

The  remodeled  White  School  was  organized  and  is  now 
functioning  satisfactorily.  The  classrooms  are  fairly  well 
equipped  and  additions  are  being  secured  as  needed.  A  new 
outside  drinking  fountain  solved  the  problem  of  only  one 
drinking  fountain  in  the  school.  Another  should  be  installed 
on  the  second  floor.  New  desks  were  added  to  keep  the 
school  building  in  line  with  other  new  features. 

The  oil  heating  system  is  working  very  well,  and  the 
faculty  is  satisfied  as  to  the  general  conditions  of  the  school 
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building.  The  building  now  houses  approximately  194  pupils 
in  grades  two,  three,  four,  five  and  six,  while  two  sections  of 
grade  1  are  located  in  the  high  school  building.  The  main 
office  of  the  school  nurse  is  also  located  in  the  White  School. 

The  music  program  has  been  expanded  to  include  the 
teaching  of  American  folk  music  and  folk  dancing,  thru  the 
use  of  records  purchased  by  the  P.T.A.  This  program  also 
includes  the  lower  elementary  grades. 

In  the  future  we  plan  to  increase  our  film  strip  library, 
add  library  books  to  our  collection,  and  also  plan  to  in- 
stitute an  elementary  physical  education  program. 

Grasmere  School 

Many  interesting  supplementary  books  have  been  added 
to  our  library.  The  Grasmere  teachers  entered  a  request  to 
the  State  Library  for  books.  This  request  has  been  granted 
and  the  school  has  had  the  opportunity  of  securing  interest- 
ing and  educational  books  from  the  Bookmobile. 

Bus  transportation  was  provided  so  that  the  children  were 
able  to  attend  the  P.T.A.  Book  Fair  held  at  the  high  school 
last  November.  This  experience  tended  to  create  a  further 
interest  in  good  books. 

A  piano  was  bought  for  the  primary  room,  and  several 
new  records  were  provided  by  the  P.T.A.  for  our  record 
player. 

Daily  playground  supervision  is  provided  by  the  teachers. 

National  Educational  Week  was  observed  by  open  house 
and  an  exhibit  of  the  children's  work.  Many  parents  took 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  visit  school,  to  meet  the 
teachers,  and  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  work  of 
the  school. 

Bartlett  School 

The  Bartlett  School  has  formed  a  Mother's  Club  whose 
purpose  is  to  cooperate  with  the  teachers  in  carrying  on  the 
various  functions  of  the  school.  This  club  enables  the  teach- 
ers to  meet  the  mothers  and  talk  over  their  children's  prog- 
ress. During  the  coming  year  the  club  will  continue,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  it  may  be  enlarged.  There  is  no  desire  for  this 
group  to  take  the  place  of  the  P.T.A.,  but  it  is  hoped  that

it  may  serve  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  larger  group. 
The  first  project  of  this  group  is  to  obtain  funds  to  help  set 
up  a  hot  lunch  program  similar  to  that  provided  at  the  Vil- 
lage School. 

The  new  fence  in  front  of  the  Bartlett  School  has  made 
a  safer  place  for  the  children  to  play. 

The  record  player  purchased  last  year  has  been  very 
valuable  in  giving  the  children  a  chance  to  learn  American 
folk  dances  and  to  appreciate  good  music. 

For  the  next  school  year  we  hope  to  have  a  new  heating 
system.  The  school  also  plans  to  add  to  its  record  collection.
